They grew in an unusual way from the under :ide of the branchies
of t..e tregu cach fron a tiny stiff little ctem sticking straight
downward, And crwling on the ground were ants of an enorious
size, nearly zll head and 'jaws, awd yjou can pick them up
safely which enrages them and they will blte whatever is placed
in front ol them, They can essily draw blood, And out on a tree

All the afternoon we have spent at the Santa Casa,
watbhing o girl with severe symptoms of pobsoninga after her
dosage this morning, and peor old Smillie whose wife died here
in Brazil last fall in childbirth, h.s all the scene recalled
to him every time he comes near to death, I dont suppose that
I will ever have to gee so much as at Remye-=- and surely I hope
not. She is much better this evening poor thing., When we left
the hospital the crawling girl and the old old man were sitting
out together on the stone porch in the twilight quiet in the
quietness that cannot if it would---simply without hélp.

Out of the Cosinha window Itatiaia,

Coming over from the mangero tonight I passed
two enormous palms, splendid, smooth-shafted, Royal
Palms, eighty feep high, quiet and motionless in the
soft brilliant moonlight, against the strange irregular
outkine of TItatiaia,cloud ridden and high agggggx the
white huts, It is' a village by day of bullock carts
squeaking down from the hiils,bringing r&ce, beans, and
other coarse farm produce to exchange them for salt and

enough
such implements as they may be intelligent to want

But for all the beauty and novelty I do not forget that
part of the world where hushed,stark, two-storied farm=-
houses stand, not low white-walled casasa humming with

the chords of guitars, nor where flutters white birches
in the moonlight and not tall wkikke shining-leaved palms,
With moonlight on its slow swaybng leaves--- well you

is that such beauty is forgetable, it surpasses memory

and all that stays is the remenbrance of being overwhelmeqd ,
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June 1#th finds Smillie and me up on a huge fazenda at Itatlala
the hipghest mountain in Brazil, busy treating the natives here

on some especially controlled work to determine the offectivoness
of the previous treatment they had. It is very satiefactory to
see that tho hemoglobin of those who have had the treatment be-
fore is notably higher thon it wes when they vere firat tre.ted,

and to see the willingness of the people to take the treatment,
Smillie 18 a very good sort, with the saving virtue of ine-

now well informed on many things here 1n'Bra311. He has been
doing the same sort of work in the U.8, before coming down here
and has had several amueing experiences down in N,Carolina,
When a diagnosis was in doub%'yesterday he remarked that if we
were in ll,Carolina it would be easier because with children

there can be only two things the matter: "Hives" and "thrash",

there con be the bold hives, the inw rd hives, or the plain hives,
The bold hives is always fatal, Tnward hives are where no rash

appears, Thragh 18 any disease of the throat or mouth and includes

‘what we call diphtheria, tonsillitis, thrush, bronchitis and
‘peritonailiar abscess, The treatment for thrash is to pass the

child backward through & white muled collar, The chief cause of
death is periéhing“to death and vwhen pushed for an elucidation

of the term the county clerk explained that "it happens that way",
I call thesge things to mind when tempted to think that things

are & bit backward in Brazil!

You'd have been a perfect oompanion at a part I saw night

befqreflgit. It was a negro danoc straight from Africa, held
u

on the maw moon, in the full moonlight and around a fire under

& crude vhalch of banana leaves, tok the rhythm of two "tambours"
or raw-hide drums beaten withk the heel of the hand, When I saw
an execited buck in the store about eight in the evening buying

ten bottles of rum and taking them away in a huge demi john it
was clear there was & party to come, These dances are always on
church holidays and are preceded by miich prayer, o that Smillie
and § waited till ten o'clock before we heard the thud of the
tambour, Wandering down toward the negre quarters we came upon

& mule train camping by the road, the animals just unloaded

were rodling in the road while the men oooked.oorreﬁ and warme
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ed up some beans for the evening meal,around a fire in thedust
of many a former mule train, The men told us that the pretos
(Portuguese for blacks) would take a bit more time with their
prayers, but that soon the "jongo" would begin, In the bright
moonlight I drifted down to the little chapel, which looks
for all the world like & parched whitened bone on the iree-
less field, and listened to the endof the service, It was
wild waliling and 1nton&u5, wi;h the left hand holding the
forenead while the right held the chin, A dog, suffering
terribly from the fleas wandered in and out among the worship
ers =-while they screaned requests to HSao Antonlio, Suspecﬁ—
ing by merely an@regationél-intuition that services were
nearly over I drifted back to the fire where Smillie was
still talking to the men of the mule train, We could hear
the gueer resonant thud of the tambours, getting higher and
higher pltched as they were dried by the fire,and soon church
was out and we saw the white figures of the negroes uresses
Arifting across the fields, We followed and came tLoa& a hut

with a small cleared dirt yard in front of it and a roof of

banana leaves covering one part néar the house, Nothlns

can qlitte describe the nolse that two men were making on

At:nd chooeging & women from the chorus ¢anced around her
with wild leapes and snapping of‘the legs and geﬁéialrmuscul-
ar taut extravagance, while she unconcernedly gpun slowly
ever to face her partner at two poles of an eblens oval
through’which they danced, This to nothing but rh&thm and
wild songs from ten t1ll six the next morning, I woke at
four by chance and st1l1l could hear the strange beating_of
the tambours far away and an occasional welling up of thg
song into the night, Later I learned that the big coon
song an"enigma" or conundrum and if the chorus couldn't
enever back she correctly he sang the same question all
night at them and in the morning he would have tom give
the anewer they should have guessed,
